Response to Regtrictiog Reaiiirement 

In respoDJse to the Restriction Requirement mailed March 20, 2006, Applicants 
elect, with traverse, the invention of Group I drawn to claims 1-80, Applicants respectfully 
submit that it would be no undue burden on the Examiner to also search the invention of 
Group n since the search for Group 1 , drawn to a device for knee surgery, would 
substantially overlap the search for Group II drawn to a method for &ciUtating a surgical 
procedure on the knee* 

In response to the election of species requirement. Applicants, elect with 
traverse. Species 1 for initial examination. The claims which reads on Species 1 include 
claims 1-80. Applicants also identify claims 1 and 41 as gen^c. 

The election of species requirement with regard to Species 1-3 is respectflsUy 
traversed on the basis that althougih the designated species may be patentably distinct they are 
not mutually exclusive. MPBP 806.04(f) specifies that ''[c]laims to be restricted to different 
species must be mntnally e^cdasive." (emphasis added) However, the species recited by the 
of&ce action are not mutually exclusive. That is, no features in any of the identified figures is 
mutually exclusive with features in any of the other structures. Further, Applicants 
respectfully point out that per M.P,E.P. S09 02(a), if generic claims 1 and 41 are found to be 
allowable* then examination of all non^elected species claims will be necessary.
